The Two Issues. 


The lists are set for the general election 
which will be a crucial test of the Free 
State’s sanity—indeed, of its right to be 
a Free State at all. At the June election 
there were 575 nominations for 152 seats, 
but the nominations which were received 
last Saturday fell short of that number by 
more than one hundred. The deficiency, 
which nobody will regret, is due, in the 
first place, to ‘shortage of time and, in the 
next place, to shortage of campaign funds. 
In other respects also the nature of the 
brief and sharp fight which will be decided 
on the 15th September has been simplified. 
The National League has ceased to count 
in Free State politics. The Labour Party 
has lost influence and prestige through its 
readiness to pull Mr. de Valera’s chestnuts 
out of the fire. The Farmers’ Party and 
most of the Independents retain their 
separate existence, but will support the 
Government solidly on the main issue of 
the election. Thus every vote which will 
be recorded at next week’s polls will be, in 
effect, a vote for President Cosgrave and 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty or a vote for Mr. 
de Valera and for politica] and economic 
war with England. This simplification 
has improved the Government’s prospects 
of victory, and they will be improved also, 
we think, by the secession of Mr. J. J. 
Walsh. The late Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs was an erratic administrator, 
a stormy politician and a dangerous 
economist. His differences with his 
colleagues on many matters were notorious, 
and the congervative section of the Govern- 
ment’s following distrusted him heartily. 
We are glad that Mr. Cosgrave has allowed 
himself to be nominated for the vacant 
seat. 

We cannot contemplate the Govern- 
ment’s defeat at the polls, because we 
cannot suppose that the Free State is a 
nation of lunatics. Mr. de Valera and 
his friends make no secret of their policy. 
If they are elected to power, they will 
denounce the Anglo-Irish Treaty, will ‘‘ re- 
open the financial settlement with 
England, wil? ‘punish Northern Ire- 
land, and will strangle the national 
industry with outrageous tarifis. That is 
a policy of war, bankruptcy and misery 
which no deliberate act of the Irish people 
ever will let loose upon the land. The 
danger—a very real danger—is that, as a 
result of public apathy, the Government’s 
victory may not be decisive. It is not 
enough that Mr. Cosgrave’s party shall 
be the largest party in the next Dáil. 
Even if, with the assured support of 
Farmers and Independents, he can 
command a majority of five or six votes, 
it will still be a case of the little less 
and what worlds away.” Such a majority 
would leave the Government constantly at 
the mercy of — intrigues, temporary 
coalitions and “snap votes in the Ddil, 
and such conditions would be fatal to the 
welfare and continuity of public business. 
The country’s prime needs to-day are 
peace, enterprise and sound credit. If the 
Treaty is to be safe from all attack, if 
the nation’s finance and agriculture are to 
flourish, if better relations are to be estab- 
lished between North and South, Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government must be re-elected 
to at least four years of secure office. To 
that end he must capture at least some 
eight or ten seats from Mr, de Valera’s 
party. The thing can be done if every 
elector who has anything to lose will 
realisé that apathy at this time is treason 
to the State. 

We have said that the political issue is 
clear, but it is not the only issue; for 
to-day a moral issue, not less clear and 
of tremendous import, confronts the 
electors.

To-day, as 
Viscount Inchcape reminds us, writing in 
the Sunday Times on The Sea as a 
Career, seafaring is a calling which offers 
good rewards. 
sea as a career have, at least, as much 
to hope for from the future as is the 
average expectation of the educated 
man entering professional or mercantile 
employment ashore.’’ Not all who attain 
the respectable rank of navigating officer 
proceed to the ultimate attainment of 
lucrative office. Those, however, whose 
perseverance and personal gifts bring 
them to the top of their profession may 
reach the command of a liner, with good 
pay and a substantial »ension, together 
with “a greater measure of personal 
prestige—and, at the same time, greater 
responsibility—than falls to the lot of 
most men.” ‘ To-day steamship travel is 
considered the safest of all forms of 
transit. The doubling of power-units and 
propellers, highly scientific shipbuilding, 
and, above all, “wireless’’ equipment, 
virtually have abolished the perils of 
the sea. If the seaman no longer needs 
the prodigious physical gifts which were 
necessary in the days of the wind- 
jammer, when he was required to go 
aloft. to shorten sail in the midst of wild 
storms, he is obliged to acquire a much 
wider range of knowledge. In the 
nautical training colleges an education 
similar to that of the public schools, but 
with a special stress on such subjects as 
mathematics and geography, provides the 
foundation of the seaman’s equipment. 
The would-be marine officer, however, 
must go on to study several branches of 
mechanical and electrical science. He 
serves as an apprentice aboard steam or 
motor vessels, and when he enters at last 
upon his career he is what the poet called 
a mechanical man. 


Aviation in the Free State. 


The first flight across the 4 tlantic Ocean 
in heavier-than-air craft was made in 
1919, and the aviator landed on the Irish 
coast at Clifden. To-day, if the weather 
is favourable, the first attempt will be 
made to cross the Atlantic westward, -from 
Ireland. 


Captain Joynson-Wreford arrived at 
Baldonnel yesterday from Bristol in 
preparation for the enterprise. They 


propose to start between ten o'clock and 
noon, in the hope of reaching the New- 
foundland coast by dawn ‘to-morrow. 
Their aim is to travel as far inland over 
the American Continent as Philadelphia, 
and they hope to make a return flight to 
Europe of “ record” length, with Rome 
as their destination. Irish citizens who 
see the great aircraft rising from their 
fields, soaring over Dublin and the Mid- 
lands, or passing over our Western coast 
into the skies above the ocean, will read 
of the progress of the adventure with a 
quickened interest in those aerial achieve- 
ments, the bare record of which is 
becoming almost a commonplace of the 
daily news. In a fortnight’s time a yet 
more intimate stimulus to interest in 
aviation will be given by Civic Week 
demonstrations in the Phenix ‘Park, 
Dublin. The four Moth aeroplanes 
used by the Free State Army Air Corps 
for purposes of training will give flights 
to members of the public, over the Fifteen 
Acres. Never before have popular flights 
been given in the twenty-six counties,

Spain and Tangier.

The 
question at present is in abeyance; for it 
was agreed some weeks ago, when the 
Franco-Spanish negotiations proved abor. 
tive, that the matter should stand over 
until the autumn, when a conference, re- 
presentative of all the Powers responsible 
for the setting up of the internationa) 
zone, will be held. There is unlikely to 
be any change of view on the part of Great 
Britain and France, so far as the question 
of international control is concerned, and 
both Governments will refuse to agree to 
the handing over of the administration tc 
any one country, although there may be 
an inclination to support the slight ad- 
justment of the boundary securing Spain a 
rather larger area. 


Pensions for Widows. 


Next January the complete scheme pro- 
vided for in the Widows, Orphans and Old 
Age Contributory Pensions Act of 1925 
will come into operation in Great Britain 
by the payment of pensions to insured 
persons who have reached the age of sixty- 
five years. These pensions of ten shillings 
per week are free from all restrictions as 
to other means of support. Claims so 
far received number 440,000, but further 
applications are likely, as the Government 
Actuaries éstimated that 466,000 men and 
women would be eligible for the pension 
in January, 1928. 


The Mothers’ Union. 


Members of the Mothers’ Union in Ire- 
land will be interested to learn that the 
total amount subscribed to the building 
fund for the headquarters, Mary Sumner 
House, Westminster, has reached £55,000. 
Donations have been received recently 
from the President for Ireland for the 
building fund and the separate fund for 
the chapel.

“ First of all, I had better tell you that 
I tested this machine for five hours before 
I took it over from the makers at 
Rotterdam. Then I flew it to Bristol, 
via Croydon, last Wednesday. At Bristol 
we took out all the instruments which 
were fitted to the machine at Rotterdam, 
and fitted a new set which had been 
calibrated—that is, specially made and 
tested. 

ELABORATE TESTS. 
“Then 1 repeated the consumption tests 
again at Bristol on Saturday (yesterday). 
I flew the machine for five hours at an 
avéfage cruising speed of 97 miles per 
hour, which is equivalent to 1,500. revolu- 
tions of the engine per minute. We 
carried a load of 7,200 pounds. The con- 
sumption of petrol by the engine was 15 
gallons 7 pints, or 1 pint less than 16 
gallons per hour. 
“The machine can carry 701 gallons of 
petrol and a full load of oil, and accord- 
ing to my tests, taking a petrol consump- 
tion of 17 gallons per hour, is able to 
stay in the air for 41 hours, having a 
range of 5,977 miles. 
“There are four gravitation petrol tanks 
in the thick wing of the machine, con- 
taining petrol of .eight hours’ duration. 
There are four other tanks in the fuselage 
carrying the remaining quantity of petrol, 
with a further supply in the passenger 
cabin. 
“I have been working on this job,“ 
Captain Piercey continued, in reply to 
some questions, “ for the last three weeks, 
organising and directing. All the tech- 
nical details of the flight are in my 
hands. 


TO INSPECT FIFTEEN AORES. 

“ Now that I have got her in Baldonnel, 
the first thing I have to do is to inspect 
the landing ground of the aerodrome and 
also the Fifteen Acres at Phoenix Park in 
case we decide to start from there. Tho 
chances of our taking off from either one 
or other depend on the condition of the 
ground and the direction of the wind. Of 
course we will have to wait for weather 
reports also. i 

In reply to guestions as to the possible 
start oí the flight, Captain Piercey said 
that nothing could be said. ‘‘Our inten- 
tion is to get off immediately, and for that 
purpose we will fill up early in the morn- 
ing to be ready to go off. It all depends 
on the weather.

' GENEVA, Sunday. ' 
The chief annual festival of the League 
is beginning very quietly, partly because of 
the absence of any single dominating, issue, 
such as the admission of Germany last year 
or the preparation of the protocol on a pre- 
vions occasion, and partly because the 
Council meetings that have, so far, been held 
have not been fully representative: M. 


meeting on Friday, reached Geneva yester- 
day in time for the morning session of the 
Council ; 


in connection with the refusal of the Belgian 
Government to extend the scope of the pro- 


tireurs in 1914. He is now back again, 
and by tomorrow morning there are ex- 
pected to be no fewer than twenty-two 
Foreign Ministers here, which is a record, 
eveh for Geneva. 

The one prominent absentee is, of course, 
Signor Mussolini. His absence has come to 
be taken for granted, but is none the less 
regretted The value of the assembly lies less 
in the resolutions which it discusses and 
passes than in the ample opportunities which 
it gives in public speech and private talk 
for the leading diplomatists of the countries to 
exchange opinions and understand each other's 
points of view. From this process of mutual 
understanding by personal contact Signor 
Mussolini stands aloof and almost isolated. 
There is, of course, in many ways a contrast 
Jof values and perspectives between Geneva 
‘and the rest of the world. In no point is 
this contrast more noticeable than in the 
estimates, which are made as to the effect of 
Lord Cecil’s resignation on the British Govern- 
ment. Here his action is regarded as an 
event of first-class importance, and foreigners 
of two or three different nations, with whom 
I have discussed it, all felt certain that it 
was & smashing blow for the Baldwin Cabinet. 
The calm with which the Conservative Party 
in England have taken it is regarded as a 
pose, if not as a form of hypocrisy. ‘There 
has also, I am informed, been a whole series 
of appreciative articles in the Press of the 
smaller nations. 
But, if Lord Cecil, since the war, has en- 
joyed a greater reputation abroad than in his 
own country, he will certainly be much 
missed here, both by the Assembly and 
by his own delegation. He had so 
intimate a knowledge of the League s per- 
sonality, and so quick an appreciation of 
foréigners’ points of view that a link will 
be missing between the British and Foreign 
Delegations. In spite of his efforts British 
Delegations have, before now, been charged 
with maintaining a certain aloofness, and it 
will clearly not be easier now to keep in 
touch with the numefous currents of opinion 
which flow ceaselessly through and about the 
Assembly meetings. 


OBITUARY. 
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LORD COLERIDGE, 


Lord Coleridge died at one o clock. yeeter- 
day morning at his Devonshire seat at Ottery 
St. Mary. He had beer ill for nine months, 
suffering from an affection. of the heart, and 
during the last ten days his condition became 
hepeless. 
He passed away in his sleep in the presence 
of Lady Coleridge, his son, and daughter the 
Hon. Geoffrey and the Hon. Phyllis Cole. 
ridge. his three grandsons, and his medical 
attendant 
Lord Coleridge, who was the second Baron, 
was born in 1851, and succeeded to the title 
in 1894 on the death of his father, who had 
been Lord Chief Justice.of England. 
He was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Oxford, and was called to tho Bar 
in 1877, He took silk in 1892, and two years 
later became a Bencher of the Middle Temple, 
where he served as Treasurer. in 1918 and 
In early life he entered politics as a 
Liberal, and, as the Hon. Bernard Coleridge, 
represented the Attercliffe division of Shef- 
field from 1885 until his accession to the 
House of Lords. 
Lord Coleridge continued to practice at the 
Bar after succeeding to his title, and was 
made a Judge of the High Court of Justice 
in 1907, retiring in 1923. : 
He was Chairman of the Coal Conciliation 
Board from 1912 to 1918. Lord Coleridge 
was the third member of his family to 
achieve distinction in the legal sphere, for 
his father, the Lord Chief Justice, was him- 
self the son of an eloquent advocate on the 
Western Circuit, Sir John Taylor Coleridge. 
Lord Coleridge is succeeded by his son, the 
Hon. Geoffrey Duke Coleridge. 


MR. JOHN C. CRAIG. 

Mr. John C. Craig, a well-known North 
of Ireland coal merchant, died at his resi- 
dence, Whitehouse. Belfast, last Saturday 
afternoon. He had been in ill-health for some 
time, but death was not expected. i 

A member of the firm of Hugh Craig and 
Company, Ltd., he took a pus part in 
every movement connected with the coal 
trade, and was Chairman of the Coal 
Merchants’ Association. Last year he was 
co-opted a member of the Belfast Harbour 
Board, where his assistance and advice were 


highly esteemed. 


MR. J. H. NESBITT. 


Mr. James H. Nesbitt, formerly head of 
the firm of Nesbitt Brothers, engineers and 
foundry men, died at his residence in Antrim 
road, Belfast, yesterday, aged 74 years. He 
was well-known in Masonic circles, having 
been a Freemason for more than forty years. 
He took a keen interest. in the welfare of 
various Masonic charities, and was Chair- 
man of the Masonic Widows’ Fund and the 
Belfast Charity Fund. He was a stron 
Unionist, and, despite his advanced age, re 
an active part in the Ulster Volunteer move- 
ment from 1912 to 1914.

HOW TO AVOID GOING

WEXFORD, Sunday. 
Mr. de Valera, who was given an 
enthusiastic reception, addressed a — 6 

meeting in the Town Hall here last nigh 
He was accompanied to the hall by two 

bands, Mr. R. Moran, Wexford, presided. 
Mr. de Valera said that. one of the things 
which the Government Had done since they 
went back to power after the last election 
was to vote away twenty-one millions of 
Irish money in twenty-one hours. Economy 


in administration was one of the questions 


on which the people based their judgment 
at the last election; still the Government 
felt they were in power to pass estimates 
at the rate of one million per hour. He 
did not think that anyone would be justified 
in doing so if they had any regard for the 
interests of the people.

THE ELECTORAL ACT. 

The Government had introduced a measure 
which would make it necessary for every 
candidate before he could be nominated to 
make an affidavit that, if elected, he would 
take the oath to the King of England and 
allegiance .to the Constitution, which had 
been largely imposed from outside. The 
next act of the Government, from many 
points of view, was even worse, it being 
introduced to block the way by which 
the Irish people, of their own initiative, and 
independent of their representatives, could 
declare their freedom. 

The men who passed or introduced those 
Acts were not consistent, and were not using 
the Treaty for the furtherance of freedom. 
If the Government secured the confidence of 
the people at the last election, the fact that 


— introduced those two Acts would be 
Cc 


suficient to ensure condemnation and a 
withdrawal of that confidence. They even 
went a step further and set out to destroy 
every attempt that could be made to build 
up an organisation that might have for its 
am the securing of Irish independence. 
They had blocked the peaceable way, and 
they took to themselves an. instrument by 
which they could get rid of every political 
opponent. They called this measure the 
Public Safety Act, but people who examined 
it and saw that in it lay the seeds of another 
cruel conflict called it a Public Danger Act. 
He wished the people to remember that the 
Act was in force, and that one of the prin- 
cipal issues in the elections was whether the 
Government, who had been foiled by the 
entry of Fianna Fail representatives into the 
Dail, were to get a majority with the power

THE PUBLIC SAFTEY ACT. . 

One of the provisons of the Act was that 
they could cáil any organisation they pleased 
an unlawful one—even a trade un@n—and 
any 
organisation or in possession of a leaflet which 
they might be pleased to call a seditious 
document would be liable to five years’ penal 
servitude. Any newspaper which attacked 
this arbitrary action and defended the policy 
of any of the organisations would be sup- 
pressed and the machinery confiscated or 
destroyed. If there was a political opponent 
or any number of people whom the Govern- 
ment thought were inconvenient for them- 
selves, they could serve a deportation order 
on them to leave the country within twenty- 
four hours, and, if the people had not their 
passage money or did not want to obey the 
order which they felt was tyrannical, they 
could be thrown into jail for a year, without 
any charge being preferred. If they wanted 
to harass or persecute any particular family, 
they could give orders to the C. I. D. or the 
Civic Guards to enter their

TRIAL BY JURY. 


Trial by jury had been regarded as one of 
the great safeguards of the individual citizen. 
The only power which a private individual 
had against the organised power of a Govern- 
ment was the law and the courts, but by the 
Public Safety Act the great safeguard 
of the liberty of the citizen, trial by jury, 
was removed, and the ordinary civil courts 
were being superseded by military courts 
which had not even discretionary power in 
certain cases, and any person found guilty 
by them of treason had to be sentenced to 
death. _ Treason, as the Government had 
defined it, was nothing but loyalty to the 
Irish nation. Had they not enough of 
executions and enough of blood-spilling 
without a new series under the Public Safety 
Act. (Applause.) 

What was the use of the Civic Guards, of 
the C.I.D. and the ordinary machinery if 
they had to provide an instrument like the 
Public Safety Act to deal, as they said, with 
a handful of criminals. But it was not for 
any such purpose the Act was introduced. 
They introduced it because they wanted to 
prevent any possibility of anyone except them-. 
selves being in a position to speak for the 
Irish people. 

ELECTION TO DECIDE PEACE OR WAR. 

When that instrument was taken out of 
their hands and they could no longer use it 
they dissolved the Dail and came to the 
people and asked to be given that which the 
lost by Fianna's Fail’s entry into the Dail. 


He asked the people to remember that their 


votes at the elections would largely decide 
whether they were to have a period of peace 
or to be thrown back into the conditions 
which existed in 1922. 

The present position was in many respects 
the position of 1922.

It would 
not have been too much to have waited until 
the newly-elected representatives of the people 
assembled and dealt with the situation, but 
the Provisional Government preferred fo 
throw the country into a civil war because 
8 felt they had the resources and support 
of England behind them. One of them was 
reported to have said: ‘‘ This is a war we can 
absolutely win: the other was a war we could 
not. e present Dail did not wait for the 
reassembly to meet the situation, but, possibly 
getting orders from across the water, they 

eclared a dissolution. The safest thing for 
the people to do was not to give those people 
who were determined on stirring up the old 
trouble a chance of doing it 

THE ONLY WAY TO PEACE. 
“There can be ee in this country,” 
Valera, “and I say the way 
to have in the country it to make it 
ible for every Irishman to work peaceably 
or the freedom of his country. It is only 
when the peaceful road is blocked that there 
ig an inclination to try the other road, because 
you cannot stop the desire of the Irish people 
or their freedom, and you cannot) stop those 
people having the desire from giving effect 
to it by working for Irish freedom. The safe 
way is to leave the road open. When the 
Irish people are satisfied by a majority to

What was the real reason why Mr. de 
Valera took the oath? Because the Govern- 
ment passed an Act under which people who 
did not take the oath would have their seats 
declared vacant; and he swallowed the oath 
in order to save his seat. (Laughter. 

Mr. Duggan, continuing, advised the people 
tó return a Government by a majority, and 
not to repeat the mistake of the last elections, 
When they dissipated their strength and se- 
turned a number of parties, thus bringin 
about a position of stalemate. The result o 
that election led to the assassination of Mr.

As long as Mr. de 
Valera bad a following he would oreate 
mischief, and the only way to end that now 
rested with the people in returning a cg 

overnment. They wanted to raise a loan o 
ten millions, and the strength of the Govern- 
ment would be the measure of the rate cf 
interest which they would have to pay. 

Concluding, Mr. Duggan said that the 
National League Party betrayed the trust 
that was reposed in them by their supporters. 
The National League Party got no mandate 
from the people to enter into an alliance with 
Mr. de Valera and the Labour Party to defeat 
the Government. 


LABOUR'S LEGACY. 


At the Labour meeting Mr. Cathal 
O’Shannon said that his party had the same 
objects now as at any other time.

“ AN IRREPARABLE LOSS.“ 


A touching tribute to the late Most 
Reverend ani Right Honourable John Henry 
Bernard, D.D., Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, and formerly Archbishop of Dublin, 
was paid by the Rev. Canon David Wilson, 
Rector of Donnybrook, preaching at the 
Afternoon Service in St. Patrick's Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday. Canon Wilson also 
officiated at the Service, in place of the Dean 
of the Cathedral, who is at present m 
England. He took as the text for his 
sermon Psalm 55, verse 15: We took sweet 
counsel together, and walked in the house of 
God as friends.“ 

It is strange, the preacher said, that 
these affection: te words should be part of a 
terrible psalm; a psaim where sorrow, 
despair and h-rce indignation find poignant 
expression. Yet there are springs in the 
desert, some happy spots where there are 
green pastures and still waters, places of 
familiar intimacy, which the wayfarer holds 
tenadicusly and lovingly in memory. From 
this psalm a master musician has chosen words 
for two pieces of solemn music, which have 
been a solace to many a humble Christian, 
leading him gently to the feet of God, where 
our burdens may be laid down, and where 
a rest remains that is eternal. 

It is in defiance of context that we wrest 
the words from this unhappy psalm when we 
think of the friends that worked and 
worshipped with us here in the days that 
we can never forget. The words came 
spontaneously to mind when we think of one 
who has been in our thoughts and prayers 
these many days past. 

“The life-work of John Henry Bernard 
has been told in the daily Press; skilful 
writers have appraised his administrative 
work, his intellectual power, his sense of 
scholarship, his, gift of sane and independent 
judgment, and we are justly proud of the 

urch that has nurtured and given to our 
country one of Ireland's greatest sons of our 


A1 this solemn Evensong we speak of his 
influence. among those who knew him, his 
pupils and friends in the University and in 
this cathedral, where he munistered, and 
which appealed to his energies and zeal as a 
Churchman, an Irishman and a citizen; for 
this cathedral stands,’ he said, ‘in the heart 
of this old city, which is the heart of 
Ireland. 


HIS PERSONALITY. 

“We recall those undergraduate days, 
when our professor looked so young, so little 
older than ourselves, but so grave and wise. 
I think he scarcely realised then how deeply 
he impressed his personality upon his pupils. 
There must be many bishops and priests 
throughout the Empire who owe to him 
more than they can express—the incentive 
to learning, the need: for clearness of 
thought. He kindled lasting enthusiasms, 
first for ‘the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness.” That was always first. 

“He taught us the reasonableness of our 
faith; he imposed upon us his wide in- 
tellectual sympathy, that manly outlook upon 
hfe, that reverence for holy things, that 
reserved enthusiasm and ‘sober standard of 
feeling in matters of practical religion,’ 
which, it has been said, in memorable words, 
‘it is the peculiar happiness of the Anglican 
Church to possess and make ample and secure 
provision.’ 

“In his sermons he always pointed us to 
Him Who is the Divine Head of the Church, 
the Bishop and Pastor of our souls, in our 
worship to the central act of all our worship. 
and, by example as well as precept, he showed 
us the spiritual beauty and devotion of the 
Divine Liturgy The morning and evening 
prayers of the Church gained a new lustre, 
and, in the words and phrases already dear 
and familiar, he.showed us a new world of 
things so grave and beautiful that our lessons 
and psalms, that glorious version of the 
Psalter in the Book of Common Prayer, 
became a study and delight, as well as a 
devotion, which the passing years cannot dim,

He gave a sympathetic hearing, 
even in his busiest hours, to anyone who was 
in trouble In any difficulty he gave that 
wise counsel which was sure in the end to be 
right. 

We think of his critical acumen, his large 
and varied knowledge, his administrative 
ability and his devotion to duty, with pride 
and wonder. We think of him as our pastor 
and friend, our true father in God, with 
gratitude, reverence and love. 

AN IRREPARABLE LOSS. 

Those of us whose youth is past cannot 
fill his place. For our lifetime the break is 
irreparable. ‘There are losses which time can 
repair, Which can in some way be compen- 
sated for, but when the solemn bell tolled in 
the. old square we knew that the blank 
caused by his death would remain a blank, 
that his passing from the sight of men was 
not 
Like dropping flowers that no man 

noticeth ; 

“But like a great branch of some stately 

tree 

‘Rent in a tempest and flung down to 

death, 

Thick with green foliage, so that piteously 

Each passer-by that ruin shuddereth, 

“And saith— the gap this branch hath left 

is wide; 

The loss thereof can never be supplied. 

As we laid his tired body to rest, in the 
spot which he had chosen, under the shadow 
of these venerable walls, where his work of 
reverent preservation is everywhere visible, 
under those shady trees he used to look out 
upon from his «study window, with his 
colleagues and grateful pupils and loving 
friends standing round, and the voices of the 
choristers singing his favourite hymn, we 
could not but think of another House of God, 
not made with hands, eternal in the heavens, 
where those who walked in the House of God 
as friends here shall dwell in the house .of 
many mansions, in the City of God, as friends 
for ever.” 

Canon Wilson also officiated at the Service 
in place of the Dean of the Cathedral, who 
is at present in England. The following 
members of the Cathedral Chapter were also 
present :—Canon Drury, * Healy, 
Canon White, Canon Flannery, the Rev. J. L. 
Atkinson, the Rev. J. J. Butler, Precentor, 
the Rev. E. H. F. Campbell. The Chapter 
of Christ Church Cathedral was represented 
by the Rev. Canon Lewis-Crosby. In place 
of the usual psalms of the day the 23rd. psalm 
was sung, and special lessons were read by 
Archdeacon Healy and Canon Lewis-Crosby. 
At the conclusion of the Service the clergy
